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Jerry Sharell 


KJazz host 
attacked by 
suspect with 
machete

Music industry veteran and KJazz 
show host Jerry Sharell was held hos- 
tage for several hours and injured with 
a machete Sunday by his girlfriend’s ex- 
husband, according to Los Angeles Po- 
lice Department Officer Cleon Joseph. 

Joseph said the incident took place 
while Sharell was at home with his 
girlfriend in Woodland Hills, Calif. 

The LAPD identified the suspect as 
57-year-old Benhamn Vasseghi, ac- 
cording to Joseph. 

According to CBS News, Vasseghi ar- 
rived at the house on a motorcycle carry- 
ing a machete and a bouquet of flowers. 
The suspect held the couple hostage for 
hours until the woman was able to call the 
police around 11 a.m., Joseph said. 

Sharell was transferred to a hospital 
but is now in stable in condition, Joseph 
said. The suspect, who also sustained in- 
juries, was also taken to a hospital and 
absentee booked but will be charged 
with attempted murder, Joseph said. 

KJazz Station Manager Stephanie 
Levine said the incident shocked ev- 
eryone at the station. 

“We were really upset to learn about 
this accident yesterday, and we’re wish- 
ing him a speedy recovery,” Levine said. 
“Out of respect for [Sharell] and for his 
privacy and that of his family, we’re just 
trying to give him some space, so that he 
can recover at this point.” 

Sharell, who has worked in the music 
industry since the ‘70s, started his posi- 
tion at KJazz as a host, writer and pro- 
ducer in 2011, according to the KJazz 
website. 

His show, “Sundays with Sinatra” 
airs every Sunday from 10 a.m. to noon 
and provides listeners with “the oldies, 
the hits, epics and obscurities hosted 
by the inimitable Jerry Sharell,” ac- 
cording to the show’s Facebook page.

Restrictive liquor license approved for Great Mex 


The restaurant will 
not be allowed to 
advertise alcohol to 
CSULB students.

Great Mex Grill, a Mexican restau- 
rant located on the corner of Bellflow- 
er Boulevard and Atherton Street, was 
recently granted permission to gain a 


liquor license by the Long Beach City 
Council, but it comes with a few re- 
strictions. 

Great Mex must adhere to several 
city-mandated stipulations that in- 
clude limiting the hours alcohol is 
served and avoiding direct advertis- 
ing of alcohol to Cal State Long Beach 
students. 

“The goal is to keep people going 
[to Great Mex] for the food, not the 
drinks,” said Long Beach City Coun- 
cilman Patrick O’Donnell. 

O’Donnell, who is also a patron of 
the restaurant, presented the revised 
alcohol license petition before the city 
council last week after Great Mex’s 
original application was denied in 


February. 

He said the conditions of the liquor 
license should not hurt the business. 

“These conditions are nothing out 
of the ordinary for the area,” he said, 
acknowledging the restaurant’s prox- 
imity to several schools and churches. 

Similar advertising restrictions, 
which included a ban on advertising 
to CSULB students, were placed on 
Taco Beach, located on Bellflower 
Boulevard and Abbeyfield Street, last 
spring as a condition for its Alcohol 
Beverage Control license. 

CSULB Dean of Students Jeff 
Klaus, who is also a member of the 
Alcohol, Tobacco & Other Drugs 
Program on campus, said although al- 


cohol consumption is common in cer- 
tain university environments, it is not 
in keeping with CSULB’s policies. 

“If you have to promote alcohol 
discounts as a way to attract the stu- 
dents, this is not the type of environ- 
ment we want to create,” Klaus said. 
“But rather we want to promote re- 
sponsible consumption and a healthy 
lifestyle.” 

In order to stay consistent with 
campus policies, Klaus said, local 
establishments should be restricted 
from promoting their drink specials 
over the food they offer.

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Arts for Life program works in classroom, campus, community 


The new program 
is offering multiple 
events this fall.

The Carpenter Performing Arts 
Center is working to involve the entire 
Long Beach community in local art and 
theatre through its new program, Arts 


for Life. 

Arts for Life aims to educate the 
community through multiple events 
with little to no cost to patrons, Car- 
penter Center Executive Director Mi- 
chele Roberge said. The program’s 
events vary, but all maintain a similar 
goal to assimilate the art community 
into the everyday lives of Long Beach 
citizens. 

According to the Carpenter Center’s 
website, the program is split into three 
categories: classroom connections, 


campus connections and community - 


connections. 


According to Roberge, classroom 
connections provide a rare chance for 
children attending local elementary 
schools to learn about and interact with 
artists. 

Roberge and Amanda Meek, Edu- 
cational Coordinator for Arts for Life, 


‘ said that the classroom connections 


work in a three-step process, in which 
students learn about an artist, meet the 
artist, receive a lesson about the artist’s 
work and then watch the artist in action. 
The formula, Roberge says, is a suc- 
cess. 
“Ninety-five percent of the 15 


schools we went to had positive feed- 
back,” she said. 

Meek, an alumna of Cal State Long 
Beach, said she believes that the pro- 
gram is creating a special opportunity 
for the CSULB community as well. 

“There were not programs like this 
when I went here,” she said. “It was 
hard to know anything outside of your 
department.” 

The community connections, on 
the other hand, engage the greater 
Long Beach population, Meek and 
Roberge said. The first of these events 
is scheduled for Sept. 28, when the

Jenks will also be awarded a $20,000 
research grant, which he will use to re- 
search and write his next book, “Step- 
ping Back from the Brink: Transna- 
tional Encounters in Space.” Jenks said 
his book will cover efforts of the Soviet 
Union and the United States in their 
pursuit of space exploration. 

Jenks .is currently conducting re- 
search in Washington, D.C., for his 
book. 

“I’m walking back from the archive 
of NASA,” he said. “I’ve been going 
through almost every document here.” 

Jenks has been delving into the Na- 
tional Archives as well as NASA head- 
quarters, looking into not only the com- 
petition of space travel but also how it 


overpowered nationalistic ideologies. 
“At first it was about military power,” 
Jenks said. “Basi- 
cally, who could get 
an astronaut into 
space, then substi- 
tute that astronaut 
for a nuke.

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CSULB dean appointed to 
national accreditation board 


Marquita Grenot-

Dean of the College of Education 
Marquita Grenot-Scheyer has joined 
a new education standards board that 
accredits college programs across the 
nation. 

As a member of the first board of di- 
rectors, Grenot-Scheyer has oversight 
of all policies for the new Council for 
the Accreditation of Educator Prepara- 
tion (CAEP) and its budget. 

Grenot-Scheyer became part of the 
board this fall to represent the Cal 
State University through her new po- 
sition. 

She said she hopes to take her experi- 
ences from the CAEP and apply them 
in preparing Cal State Long Beach stu- 
dents studying to become educators. 

The CAEP grants recognition to col- 
lege programs based on how well they 
teach students and adhere to education- 
al standards. 

The CAEP aims to prepare future 
educators to become teachers, princi- 


pals and school counselors in the K-12 
systems, according to Grenot-Scheyer. 
The council is a combination of the Na- 
tional Council for the Accreditation of 
Teacher Education (NCATE) and the 
Teacher Education Accreditation Coun- 
cil (TEAC). 

“It makes sense to bring these two 
accreditors together into one,” Grenot- 
Scheyer, who was a member of the 
NCATE before it became the CAEP, 
said. “They both share values and share 
visions of how we want education can- 
didates to be prepared.” 

In her new position, Grenot-Scheyer 
is responsible for helping the board cre- 
ate new standards and implement them 
into educators’ learning. Her responsi- 
bilities with the council are high, but 
Grenot-Scheyer said she has a higher 
purpose in mind. 

“We think that national accreditation 
is a bar to reach and peer evaluation 
is good, but the heart of it is to assess 
data to enforce our practices and keep 
the cycle of standards,” Grenot-Scheyer 
said. 

Grenot-Scheyer became the dean of 
the College of Education in 2008. She 
has a master’s degree from CSULA 
in Education, and a doctoral degree in 
Special Education from UCLA. 

She said she is honored to hold a po- 
sition with the CAEP because it repre- 
sents not only CSULB but also the en- 
tire CSU educator preparation system. 

Grenot-Scheyer said that the CSU’s

representation is important to the 
CAEP because California prepares one 
of every 12 teachers in the nation, ac- 
cording to the 2013 College of Educa- 
tion Convocation. 

The CAEP determines the accredi- 
tation of programs by gathering data 
on student performance as well as in- 
tegrating new educational standards. 
According to the California Depart- 
ment of Education, some developing 
standards include a higher diversity 
of K-12 education, with an emphasis 
on social studies and science instead 
of primarily mathematics and litera- 
ture. 

Grenot-Scheyer was one of three 
chosen from 48 members on last 
year’s national standards commis- 
sion, which set up the basis for new 
rigorous education standards to take 
place. However, Grenot-Scheyer said 
students at CSULB most likely will 
not see the standards take effect for 
a few years.

Klaus also said the Outpost Grill 
and the Nugget Grill and Pub, the 
only on-campus locations that serve 
alcohol, are barred from advertising 
alcohol to students. 

Great Mex owner Betsy Densmore 
said she thought the stipulations 
were fair considering the restaurant’s 
proximity to many schools and that 
the business is willing to meet the 
terms of the permit. 

“Obviously we would have pre- 
ferred to serve during normal hours, 
but we are happy to compromise,” 
Densmore said. ¥ 

Densmore said the restaurant’s 
staff also circulated a petition that 
gathered 600 signatures from Great 
Mex patrons who were in favor of al- 
lowing the restaurant to serve liquor. 

The petition served as the basis for 


the city council’s revised ruling, ac- 
cording to Densmore. 

Since obtaining the city’s approv- 
al, Great Mex now awaits its license 
from the Department of Alcoholic 
Beverage Control. Densmore said she 
is optimistic that the restaurant will 
receive its liquor license and that the 
addition of beer and wine to the menu 
will be beneficial for business in spite 
of the conditions. 

“Our point is to take care of ex- 
isting customers,” Densmore said. 
“We’ve done well in this spot for a 
few years now by being sensitive to 
what the community wants.” 

O’Donnell said the ban on alcohol 
advertising is not meant to negatively 
affect the restaurant or students but 
to preserve the integrity of the area. 

“Great Mex is a positive addition 
to the community,” O’Donnell said. 
“We just need to make sure it is con- 
sistent with the flavor of the neigh- 
borhood.” 
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CSULB presidential finalists should be made public 


As each day passes, it seems that 
more people are upset with the way 
the Cal State University is handling 
the Cal State Long Beach presiden- 
tial search process. 

Earlier this month, a group of 
CSULB faculty members — includ- 
ing film and electronic arts profes- 
sors Brian Lane and Micheal Pounds 
— held 
a forum 
to draw 
attention 
to the presidential search process. 

At the forum, the faculty 
discussed a petition that would 
ask figures like CSU Chancellor 
Timothy P. White and Gov. Jerry 
Brown to make the search process a 
“public search in which faculty and 
students and taxpayers participate.” 

A second forum, which was 
held last week, saw more faculty 
members who were interested in 
the presidential search process. 

As the CSU begins to look for 
CSULB’s next president, we believe 
members of the university should 
be more involved in the process. 

According to the CSU website, 
the search process includes an Ad- 
visory Committee to the Trustees 
Committee for the Selection of the 
President (ACTCSP). 

Some members of the ACTCSP 
for CSULB include the Chair of 
the Academic Senate, two faculty 
members and one student, accord- 
ing to the CSU website.

Therefore, members of the university are represented on the 
ACTCSP. Still, even with this representation, we believe faculty 
and students don’t have as much say in selecting the university’s 


next president as they should. 


On Sept. 30, the CSU Trustees’ Search Committee will hold an 
open forum on campus about the presidential search process. 
Although the forum may help the process become more clear, we 


still need more transparency. 


In order to make the search process more transparent, the 
names of the top candidates for the position, perhaps the top 


five, should be made public.

Nuclear power support should not fade in wake of Japan’s choice 


For the second time since 2011, Japan 
is without nuclear power, according to Al 
Jazeera America. 

The country’s decision to close its last reac- 
tor for an unspecified amount of time has raised 
further questions about the effectiveness and 
safety of nuclear power. 

According to Al Jazeera America, Japan will 
compensate for its closed reactor by using, fossil 
fuels to produce power. 

While it’s true that nuclear power and the 2011 
Fukushima Daiichi disaster have not been partic- 
ularly kind to Japan, it is important to remember 
that nuclear power is practiced safely throughout 
much of the world. 

Instead of being vilified or feared, safe nuclear 
power should be welcomed. 

Before building a case for the wider 
implementation and useof nuclear power, it is 
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important to understand how a nuclear power 
plant operates. 

Instead of burning other fuels like oil or 
gas, nuclear reactors operate by containing 
the heat released by the breakdown of ura- 
nium-235, according to BBC. 

The heat released from 
uranium-235 is used to 
make steam that turns a 
turbine. The turbine in turn 
powers a generator that 
produces electricity, according to BBC. 

Although nuclear power may produce clean 
energy, its main problem lies in the waste it 
leaves behind. 

If the radioactive waste left from a nuclear re- 
actor is contained properly, however, the chances 
of it seeping into groundwater is low. 

According to the Nuclear Energy Institute, 
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- nuclear power accounted for 12.3 percent of the 


Earth’s electricity production in 2011. 
Surprisingly, the U.S. was the top producer 
of nuclear energy in 2012. It was followed by 
France, Russia and South Korea, according to 
the NEI. : 
As of today, there are 434 
nuclear reactors in use through-

popularity, it is clear that nuclear . 


power is a viable means of producing electric- 
ity for the masses. 

Opponents of alternative power sources may 
point to Fukushima or Chernobyl and say that 
nuclear power is dangerous. 

Although nuclear power does pose some inher- 
ent risks, the chances of a meltdown or radioac- 
tive leak are small. 
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Let’s remember the 2011 Fukushima Daiichi 
disaster occurred because of an earthquake and 
tsunami. 

In countries like France, earthquake-protected 
reactors would not be susceptible to such rare occur- 
rences, according to the World Nuclear Association. 

Yes, nuclear power is expensive and pos- 
sesses its own inherent risks — just like many 
other alternative energy sources. 

In order to meet increasing energy demands, 
the U.S. and other countries should continue to 
follow the tradition of using a variety of different 
energy sources. 

Yes, it is tragic what occurred in Japan. 

However, one should not let such a disaster 
deter the rest of the world from using a popular 
and acceptable form of alternative energy.
